SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Public Safety
5—133.

(c) (1) A person may not possess a fregulated} firearm if the person was
previously convicted of:

(1) a crime of violence; or

(1)  a violation of § 5-602, § 5-603, § 5604, § 5-605, § 5606, §
5-607, § 5608, § 5-609, § 5612, § 5613, or § 5-614 of the Criminal Law Article.

(2) A person who violates this subsection is guilty of a felony and on
conviction is subject to imprisonment for not less than 5 years[, no part of which may
be suspended.

3) A person sentenced under paragraph (1) of this subsection may not
be eligible for parole] AND NOT EXCEEDING 15 YEARS.

(3) THE COURT MAY NOT SUSPEND ANY PART OF THE
MANDATORY MINIMUM SENTENCE OF 5 YEARS.

(4) EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED IN § 4-305 OF THE

(B) A PERSON WHO VIOLATES THIS SECTION IS GUILTY OF A FELONY
